The history of Mr. Carlylo's letter, 
with its timely \vanun<,' to England of 
Lord Bcaconsfield's mud plans, has 
not been, aud probably will not bo 
told autboritively. But it is uot difli- 
oult to make a plausible guess at its 
origin. Lord Oarnarvon is one of tho 
anti-Tory party in tho cabinet. Ho 
is also the colonial secretary who BQut 
Mr. Froudo on a special mission to 
South Africa, and Mr. Froudo's in- 
timacy with Lord Cai'uarvou has con- 
tinued since that time. Mr. Froude is 
one of Mr. Carlyle's nearest friouds 
and moat frequent visitors. That Lord 
Carnarvon should express his appre- 
hensions to Mr. Froudo, and that Mr. 
Froudo should repeat them to Mr. 
Carlyle, and Mr. Carlyle to the world 
— whaii more natural thun that? Still 
I offer this account as purply coujec- 
ural. If I know anything about it I 
should probably not ho able to say 
•what I knew, and I diiro say I ought 
apologizo to Lord Carnarvon and Mr. 
Froudo for making free with' their 
names. I have heard it affirmed that 
Lord Carnarvon comnumicattid direct- 
ly witli Mr. Carlyle, aud that Mr. 
Froude had nothing to do with tho 
matter. I have heard also that when 
the storjr was told Mr. Carlyle he was 
askek to consider it confidential, but 
refused with energy, saying: "This 
oan bo no matter of confidence. It 
concerns tho country aud all Europe, 
and I shall make it as public as I can." 
It see.'ns more probable that, as 
ig Tery positively asserted, the infor- 
mation was given expressly in order to 
be'published, and to bo published that 
very Saturday morning. Foi- on that 
morning a cabinet council was held, 
aud a dccisiun was como to, it is be- 
lieved, whether the lleet should or 
should not be sent to Creto,or to some 
other point in the Turkish dominions. 
Mr<- Carlyle's letter secured the vic- 
tory to the Salisbury wing of the cabi- 
net. The value of tho projected scheme 
depended on the secrecy and sudden- 
ness of it. So Sir Staftbrd Northcoto, 
himself against tho Turkish policy, 
was able to ridicule in the evening tho 
Tery letter which in tho morning hud 
saved him and hie party from ship- 
•wreck. Not for a long time have the 
Anglo-Turks been so hungry, yot they 
were obliged to bottle up their wrath, 
i may mention another theory about 
this letter — that the "indisputable 
fact," which Mr. Ciirlylo said heknev,-, 
was that if Great Britain want to war 
for Turkey, then Germany aud Austria 
would side with Bassia. This fact ho 
is presumed to have heard from those 
Gernlian sources of information which 
are always open to him. But there 
can bo little doubt that, wiialevcr ho 
may have learned from Berlin, ho 
learned the primary and most momen- 
tous fact of all from an English offi- 
cial source. Ho has done an immense 
service to his country and to' tho world 
in general by making it known as he 
did. — (i. W. Saialloy to Now York 
"Tribune."

THE CARIBOO ELECTION. 

Jn the return of Mr. Oowan "the Local 
Qovernment have sustained their first re- 
verse.' Since the tho Elliott Govovnniout 
took ofSce Bovon elections have boon hold, 
and all, save tho recent one at Cariboo, 
have resulted in the suoccfs of Govern- 
ment candidates. In the elections of 1H7G 
Victoria City comminuted the opponents 
of Mr. Elliott with a niujorit/ of lOn. In 
Victoria and Cowiohau Districts tho Op- 
position did not put in an appeoranoa and 
the Government candidates were returned 
by acclamation. In Yalo tho Chief Com- 
missioner had a majority of throe to one 
ovor his opponent. In Nanaimo tho Gov- 
ornmont candidate was elected by a haud- 
Bomo majority over a strong combination ; 
and at Kootouay tho unprecedented spcc- 
taclo was proaonted of both candidates 
Btandiug aa Government supporters, and 
of every vote being polled iu favor of a 
Government that has always oviuced a 
lively interest iu the welfare and a>lviUico 
ment of tho gold mining interests of tho 
Province and, as the result of their poli- 
cy will yet show, have adopted the first 
practicable stops to idaco tlioso iuterejts 
on a solid aud enduring basis. 

For four years tho district of Cariboo 
wasreprosouted iu tho Cabi7ict of tho 
country, i'or two years of that period 
Oariboo's senior member filled tho po.ii- 
tion of Premier, and aa such had it in his 
power to atinuilato tlio various industries 
which, through iiulividual enterprise and 
efTort, had obtained a footing therein. 
But beyond tho erectionut Quesnolniouth 
of a Stb,OUO railway bridge, with tho uuiiu 

pier in tho centre of n swift-rolling river, 
and "which tho present Govornmcut had 
to rebuild to preserve, and tho abolition 
of tho road-tolls, we can discover no evi- 
dence of a disposition on Mr. Walkem's 
part to serve his constitutents. On the 

contrary, the wagonrotid to Cariboo was 

BufTored to siult into a state of unrepair 
that jeopardized tho lives or limbs of all 
who had occasion to pass over it, . and 
much valuable property was lost iu con- 
seqnence. When the people of Yalo and 
elsewhere along the line of the road peti- 
tioned the Government to repair the road 

Mr. Boaven who was then the sweot little 

cherub— tho ruling divinity — at tho L uids 

and Works, replied iu effect tliat tho 

petitioners were not worthy of belief; and 

when a short time subsequontlj' a large; 

portion of the decayed road-cribbing fell 

to pieces, he still refused to issue 

orders for its repair, while at tho 

same time ho was squandering mo- 
ney on roads that will not bo used for 

generations to come. The natural result 

of the insecurity of the wagon-road was 

that tho cost of transportiug proviniuu.s 

and other goods was largely enhanced, 

because freights touched figures they had 

not reached for ten years previously; aud 

when tho present Government came into 

office thoj' found the wagon road in a cuu- 

dition of decay bordering on ruin. They 

immediately uddres-'-d tliemhclvus to the 

task of placing it iu a state of repair; but 

with an emioly treasury, with ttie subsi 

dies pawned, and with a debt of SUlU.OtiO 

to be provided for, the task was indeed a 

diffionlt one. It is unnecessary for our 

present purpose to review at length the 

measures that were successfully adopted 

by tho now Government to relievo the 

Province from the terrible strait to winch 

it had been brought through the rockleHs 

extravagance and dishonesty of their 

predooossors. BuiBco it to say thut one of 

those measures comprehended tho restor-

LATE&T FEOM CASSIAR. 

New and Bich Diggings -Great Excite- 
ment. 

Forty Thousand Dollars in Gold Duet. 

Tho steamer Gnippler, Captain Hayes, 
arrived from Fort Wrangel last evening, 
bringing C passengers and about $40,000 
in gold dust. Among tho iiassongors wore 
Mr. John Johnston, tho Cassiar mail 
agent, and Mr. J. Hepburn, from Mc- 
D:-,ino's Creek. Tho p ■ or of tho Grap 
pier reports as follows. 

Ii.i-ftTologrnph Oreekwilh Iho Gertrude, 
Wodnoaday, Juno 27th at 8 a.m.; Glenora 
at 10 a.m.; nt 9 p.m. arrirod at Wrangel; 
left Wrangel with tho Qrappler on June 
28th at 3 a.m.; passed Fori Simpson at 12 
p.m.; on Jnuo 30th at 4 a.m. called at 
Bella Bella; entered Quoou Charlotte 
Sound at 11 a.m.; passed L'ort Euport at 
C p.m.; July 1 crossed Comox liar at 2:3U 
p.m.; arrived at Baynos Sound coal mine 
at 3 p.m.; coaled aud remained thoro on 
accouut of bad weather till half imxt 12 
a.m; passed Nanaimo Sunday at S:3i) a. m . ; 
entered Victoria harbor at 6 p.m.; during 
the whole trip had southerly winds and 
very stormy weather and heavy seaduring 
Sunday. 

Mr. J. Hepburn, a passenger by tlio 
Qrapplor, loft MoDamo Creek on tho 
night of the 15th Juno. Tho old claims, 
including the Discovery, were paying 
well. The first North Fork of McDamos 
was ])roving rich, two coin])anica taking 
out IS ozs. to tho .set. Another company 
exjioctod to fctnko it rich in tlireo or four 
weeks, and other companies were driving 
tunnels into tho bill. On the socoud 
North Fork a good prospect had been got. 
On Snow Creek from Christie's claim as 
high ns 73 ozs. and 813 bad been taken 
a single pan. Two men took out 300 
ozs. in three weeks. Throo now creeks 
had boon discovered in the Ilozello coun- 
try, 25 miles Northeast from AIcDamo 
Creek, whiedi i)aid wages; on a now creek, 
27 miles from McDaino, Alo.x. Norton and 
a man named Woods had taken out as 
high as $500 a day with a pan, and crowds 
had gouo out to that crouk; one piece 
weighing §40 or $50 was found there. 

All tho creeks in the Cassiar country 
were high and the season had bsen un- 
usually wet aud cold. Mr. Hepburn suns 
tho McDamo country looks bettor than it 
has over done before; but ho would not 
encourage a rush at this season. 

Dcase Creek at tho lowor cad is princi- 
pally owned by ChiQamea. Tho hill dig- 
gings on Thibert Greek did not amount to 
much. Provisions were not very plenti- 
ful in the diggings. Trains of pack aui- 
miils wore mot going in as our informant 
came out. Forty milo-sof tho trail was iu 
bad order. Tho now bridge aerosi tho 
first North Fork was oomploted, and a 
parly of men were at work repairing tho 
trail. Forty beeves were on their way in. 
A man knoM'n as French Ji)e died on the 
18th Juno at Laketown. He had been 
sick some time.

The annual generalmeeting was hold in 
London on the 6th ult. The chairman 
(Mr. A. H. Philpots), said that Mr. Mo- 
Nab, tho late general mauager, had retir- 
ed owing to declining health, and tho di- 
rectors wore iu ovorj- way satistiod with 
his successor, I^Ir. tiriudloy. With re- 
gard to their agent ia Now York, however 
valuable the qualilicaiious of that gentle- 
man might be in some positions, experi- 
ence had taught tho Board that their 
agent in that city had not at all those per- 
sonal qualilicutions which were most im- 
portant for one liolding suoh a position. 
Any ouo filling that post required to have 
a very considerable acquaintanco with 
New York itself, and with tho various 
houses through which the enormous busi- 
ness of the bank was transacted. Mr. D. 
A. MoTiivish was therefore appointed as 
agent in New York, after due and careful 
oouaideration. Last year had been chor- 
ucterizod by a gonoral depression of trade.

Both sides were subsequently reinforced.

Capt. Mohomea 
with abrigado lias occupied Kuhrikai 
to the west o! Chorassan. Nine hundr- 
ed aud eight wagons with nmmunitiou 
have boeu sent to Mukhtar Pasha's 
camp. 

Athi-.ns, Juno 29. — Eivo or six days 
ago an Auslriau Lloyd sloaracr landed 
at Corfu i'or tho Turkish government 
i:i2 cases of arms which it intend- 
ed to reship for Prevesa in Albania, 
but the Russian consul protested to the 
Cheek govenuuont about the use of 
neutral territory us a depot for arms of 
belligerents, iho governmont thereupon 
ordered a detention of the arms, and the 
oaptain of tho Austrian ship in which 
thoy had already been embarked, on hear- 
ing the prote-it, unloaded them into boats 
where they now remain. Tho Turks iuli- 
malod that they were about to send a 
man-of-war to fetch the arms. The Greeks 
replied they would send what force was at 



thoir dispo.sal to prevent it. The Turkish 
govorumei ' , j\c4ed, but notwithstand- 
ing tho Or • havo ordered the ironclads 
Georgo auU Olga to le\». immediately 
and tuoy arc now ready. 

Viic.vNA, Juno 28.— In tho lower house 
of the Reiohratli tho minister president 
said no oll'eusivo or dofonsivo alliance 
with Gormany had boon refused because 
none had boon askod by Germany. Ho 
added that tho governmont still maintain- 
ed its declaration of neutrality. Thoro 
was no occasion for the mobilization of 
defonsivo forces. Should events occur, 
however, rendering tho reinforcemout of 
troops oil tho frontier necessary, tho gov- 
ernment would reserve to itsolf the power 
to take hiich measuro.s as the iirotection of 
its immediato interests on the frontier 
might require.

Lilian Asliworth, an active leader of 
women's rights, and nieco of John Bright, 
married Thomas Hallett, professor of pol- 
itical economy, this morning at Bath, ac- 
cording to (Quaker forms. John aud Ja- 
cob Bright were present. 

It is stated that George Ward Hunt, 
first Lord of the Admiralty, has resigned. 
Ho is dangerously ill. 

Lo.NDo.N, Juno 27. — The Northumber- 
land Plato, at Nowoastls-on-Tyne, was 
won by Hampton. 

Paris, Juno 27. — A violent newspaper 
article writtun by M. DoCussagnao is pro- 
ducing a great sensation. It recommends 
that tho consuls generals should not bo 
purmitled to meet lest thoy hocomo hot- 
beds ul' agitation; also that tho govern- 
mont should announce its intention of 
turning out the new Chamber if it should 
bo as strongly Republican as the one dis- 
solved. 

AiiEXANDRiA, Juno 27. — Advices from 
Massowali contradict rnmors of tbo con- 
clusion of ])caco between tho King of 
Abyssiua and tho Khodivo of Egypt. 'The 
former demands the Abyssinian territory 
ocou])ied by JCgypt. 

Lo.NuoN, Juno 28. — An accidontiil Are, 
supposed to have been caused by friction 
of machinery, occurred last night in tho 
spiuiiing mill of John Robertson & Co., 
Glasgow. The works are tho largest of 
thu land in Scotland, covering eight 
acres and ecmtaining 25,000 looms and 
00,000 sj)indles. Tho fire was confined to 
tho sliippingdopartniont which ■'wuslotnlly 
destroyed. Nobody hurt; five hundred 
haiida arc thrown out of employment; losi 
8100,000; partially insured. 

Clarke A Co.'s thread works at Paisley, 
Scotland, were burned yesterday. The 
work people were saved with great diffl- 
culty; loss §75,000. 

London, Juno 29. — It is stated that 
Oakey Hall has aocepted the appointment 
as special correspondent of the Herald 
to tho seat of war in the east.
